IskEV, that by D1VINEPER MISSION and theSufſrapes 
of a FREE PEOPLE, the King is SUPREME HEAD of 
the GREAT BODY PoL1Tic, of which I have the Honcr 
and Happineſs of being a Member; The Wiſdom 
and Excellency of the Structure; the near Relation 
between the Kix d and the SusjecT, ſo evident, that 


the ont can not ſubſiſt, without the oTuzr ; That, as 


the Head is ſuppoſed furniſhed with Means to ſupport 
and defend the inferior Members, ſo every Member 
ſhould timely inform the Head, of every ALNOFAAGE 
given or threatened to the inferior Parts. 

I pecLars mine Intentions and my Defire to Calfit 
this important pait of the Duty of the Subject, from 
pure Regard to the Conftitution and to his Majeſty 3 
but, confeſs my Inſufficiency and Incapacity for the 
arduous undertaking ; and that my Sphete has con- 
fined me to the Affairs of this City, chiefly. But, 
in order to give his Majrsr v an adequate Notion of 
the Grounds of our Complaints, I beg leave to offer to 
his View, a general, but conciſe enen of the State of 
the Nation. 

Jer forth the alice hard- fate-of this poor 
Kingdom, i in neither having ſcen, nor been ſeen by, 
her King for many Tears; but, being left to the Rule 
of Engliſh Vice-Roys, moſtiy Strangers, and often Eue- 
mies to the People and Conſtitution: of Ireland, which 
ARE it 8 that a true State of che Caſe ” this

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long rejected and. deſpiſed Kingdom, has not yet 
reached the Kixd's Ears; and preſume, that a 
true Narrative of this Kind may not be unacceptable. 

I crvs a ſlight Deſcription of the natural State of 
this Iſland, of it's antient Condition; of the Loſs of 
their Liberty and Learning; of their Affinity to Bri- 

tain; of it's being a Kingdom of greater Antiquity 

and Dignity, than England; of it's antienr Diviſion 
into?a Pentarchy; of it's being reduced to a Monarchy, 
under the King of England, in the Year 1172. by a 
FREE. and vol ux r ARY Cop Aer entered into between 
that King, for himſelf and his Succeſſors; and the Poten- 
tates and People, for them and their Succeſſors; by which 
it was conſtituted: a complete, new K1NGDOM, as ab- 
ſolutely, as neceſſarily TREE and INDEPENDANT of the 
Legiſlature, as ſeparate and diftin# from the Land of 
England; but, upon the ſame Model and Principles of 


Policy, under the ſame common Head, and the like | 


Syſtem of Laws, and general Form of Government; 
evident by the eſtabliſhing and, holding FRRR PARLE- 
MENTS here, as in England, which encouraged the 
Engliſh to come and ſettle in this new, FREE KinGpom. 
I naveſhewn the Manner, by which the two King- 
doms were ſeparated and put under different Princes, 
and again reſtored under one and. the ſame Prince, and 
united in the ſame Intereſt; but, ſubject to as different 
Legiſiatures, as ever, and the happy Conſequences of 
ſuch an Harmony and good Underſtanding between 
the two Kingdoms. ee ods: ell 
I nave ſhewn, that King Henry III. gave Ireland a 
GREAT CHARTER of LiBeRTIEs, nine Years before 
he granted that to the Engliſh, which is printed in their 
Sta utes, and ſeems to be but a Copy of this; and 
that all the Laws of England, relating to the Conſti- 
tution, from the Foundation of that Government to 
the Reign ot Henry VIII. are by equal Authority 
eſtabliſhed; as the Laws of Ireland; and have inſtanced 
ſeveral ſubſequent Statutes, to Poyning's Ad, which 
acknowledge and eſtabliſh the Principles for which I 
contend; that Ireland is a Kingdom, annexed and = 
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ny to the Crown, but not to the Legiſlature, of Eng- 
land; that his MAIEST V is King of Ireland, as much, 
and by the ſame Authority, as he is King of Great- 
Britain, or Elefor of Hanover; and that our Alle- 
giance is due to him, as King of Ireland only. | 
Tx I curſorily glance at the Breaches made in 
this great and wiſe Conſtitution, and the Conſequences 
felt and to be hereafter dreaded thereby ; and point 
out the only effectual Means, whereby a wicked Mi- 
niſtry may over- turn our happy Eſtabliſhment, by 
packing, or corrupting Parlements; the fatal Conſe- 
quences: of the Parlements of theſe Kingdoms being; 
formerly, ſuch : I ſet forth the particular Inſtances 


of the Oppreſſive, Iniguitous Incroachments made by the 


Parlement of Britain upon Us, and the paſſive, puſilani- 


| mous, pernicious perfidious, tacitConcefſions formerly made 
by our Parlement; and ſhew, that both thus con

ſpired to rob his MajesTy of the moſt valuable Jews 


el in his Iriſb Crown, the higheſt, molt ineſtimable 
and moſt ſacred. of all his Royar PRE ROGATIVES in 


this Kingdom; His SovæREION Power, Authority and 


Supreme JuriſdiZion in his mosT HidH CovrT of PAR- 
LEMENT ; and the evil Conſequences of the horrid 
Incroachment, not only to the Prince and Parlement, 
but to the People of Ireland in general; which I have 
judged, no loyal Subject, no honeſt Man could behold; 
without Anxiety, Indignation and Horror. And hav- 


ing thus far, explaned the national Grievances, upon 


the Principles and Motives, with which I ſet out, I 
declare my ſelf - ready to procede to further Particu- 

lars, whenever I ſhall be honored with his Ma- 
JESTY's. Countenanse ; and ſo have gone on to the 
melancholy Affairs of the City; the Reflections upon 


which I muſt. beg Leave to Poſt- phys to ſome other

If it be become criminal to ſpeak freely 
and truly on the Conſtitution and Government of our 
Country with all Deference, and Reſpe& and Duty to 
the sUPREME MACISR ATE, let me be condemned and 
ſuffer Death; for, whenever the aſſerting TRurH and 
the Principles of LipeRTy begets Enemies, or the ſa- 
crificing them creates Friends; Life muſt prove a Bur- 
den too heavy for me to bear, and I ſhall thank the 
Hand that disburdens me. Does any Man imagine, 
that I have been at all the Pains IJ have taken in this 
Matter to ſeek for any private Favor or Advantage to 
my ſelf? If he does, he greatly injures me, not 
knowing mine Intention : Life, with all the gawdy 
Pomp and Splendor of the World, can have no 
Charm for me, can not even be tolerable to me, | 
without LiBxxTY. Nor am! fo Selfiſh, as to con- 
tend for this Bleſſing for my ſelf alone, in any In- 
ſtance; for, I do, and ſhall always enjoy it fully, while 
J live, in ſpight to all it's Enemies; but, my Strug- 
gles are to make it Univerſal; that all the Subjects 
may equally and fully poſſeſs and enjoy the invaluable. 
LIBERTIES, their wife and virtuous Anceſtors nobl 
greatly provided and ſecured for them and their Po- 
ſterity, to the utmoſt Extent. Am I for this, to be 
deemed a Criminai?: an Enemy to my KING and 
CounTRy ? Or, are they not truly ſuch, who made 
the Incroachments of which I complain, and now, 
in any Meafure, oppoſe all juſt Means of expoſing 
them, and of obtaining a Redreſs of Grievances ?

Without juſt. Proceſs of Law? without a Trial by 
Juries: . There is a ſhorter way of getting ſnut of 
me, which the ingenious Surgeon in Cork, judiciouſly | 
points out, plane, eaſy Murder, or Aſaſſmation.” If 
I have broke the Law, Iam ſorry for it; and, though 


my Enemies muſt confeſs, that if I have tranſgreſſed, 


it was not Intentionally, yet I am ready and wen 
to ſuffer, with Patience and Reſignation, the utmo 

Rigor the Law inflicts. Death can have nothing ter- 
rible to the Man, whoſe whole Life is one continued 
Scene of inceſſant Toil, Trouble, Care and Anxiety, 
and who is unwearied in anſwering the Ends of his 
Creation, religiouſly diſcharging his Duty to his Neigh- 
bour, to himſelf, to his King, to his Country, to his 
Gop; Death to ſuch a Man is but an eaſy Tranſition 
from a tranſitory Life of Pain and Trouble, to an 


eternal one of endleſs and inexpreſſible Felicity. 


Tux Gentleman who utters unanſwerable Invectives 
and Scurrility againſt me, under the Name of Antho- 
ny Litten, Surgeon of Cork, ſhould paſs as unnoticed 
by me, as any other of the low and infamous Claſs in 
which he ranks himſelf, did he not make ſome falſe 
Inſinuations ſo artfully, that they are made a handle 
by mine Enemies, by which ſome of mine een 
Friends have been made uneaſy.
